To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  Wainford  Rural  District  Council. 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

The  mid-year  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  showed  an  increase  of  130 
persons  over  the  previous  year. 

1 966  . .  . .  . .  6,680 

1 965  . .  . .  . .  6,550 

During  1966,  there  was  a  total  of  129  live  births  and  78  deaths;  a  natural  increase  of  population 
of  51,  compared  with  89  births  and  80  deaths  in  1965. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  21.4  per  1,000  estimated  population  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
I  1.79  per  1,000.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  were  17.7  and  I  1.7  respectively. 

Deaths  associated  with  ageing  formed  70%  of  the  total  recorded.  Maternal  mortality  remained 

at  nil. 


16  confirmed  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year;  the  majority  being 
due  to  measles. 


Cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  further  declined  to  a  total  of  25.

ADJUSTED  BSRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE:  COMPARABiLITY  FACTOR 


Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations  are  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the 
birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  hov/ever,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  pro¬ 
portion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  of  standardization  of  such  a  factor 
will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these  lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude 
birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared 
with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar  way  to  the  above.  The  factors 
for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison 
by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institu¬ 
tions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  Wainford  Plural  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  my  tenth  Annual  Report  in  conjunction  v^ith  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Industrialised  farming  methods  in  connection  with  chickens  and  turkeys  have  created  the  need 
for  highly  specialised  factories,  two  of  which  are  rapidly  expanding  in  the  district.  This,  in  turn,  has 
necessitated  close  supervision  of  hygiene  standards  and  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  work  in  this  direction. 

Sewerage  schemes  continue  apace  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done  and  the  Council’s  pro¬ 
gressive  policy  continues,  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  created  by  the  scattered  nature  of  the 
population. 

Continued  good  progress  with  the  modernisation  of  both  private  and  Council  property  can  be 
reported  and  I  am  sure  that  the  Council’s  insistence  on  comprehensive  and  good  quality  schemes  for 
their  own  houses  has  influenced  the  general  level  of  improvement  work  in  the  district  and  will  bear 
fruit  as  living  standards  continue  to  rise. 

As  the  year  closed,  consideration  was  being  given  to  a  special  scheme  for  housing  the  elderly 
and  it  is  my  hope  that  I  can  report  rapid  progress  of  this  project  next  year. 

Finally,  I  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  staff  who  all  work  loyally,  enthusiastically  and 
without  complaint.  Especially,  I  thank  Frank  Pooley,  my  Deputy.  His  knowledge  of  the  district, 
built  up  over  many  years  service,  has  enabled  him  to  cope  with  a  growing  work  burden  which  he 
shoulders  cheerfully.

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The  spotter  system  of  inspection  is  in  operation  at  both  factories.  There  has  been 
a  marked  increase,  during  the  year,  of  broilers  arriving  at  the  factory  which,  when  eviscer¬ 
ated,  were  found  to  have  colisepticaemia. 

The  factory  processing  broilers  has  now  introduced  chlorine  into  the  water  supply 
as  under: 

On  the  evisceration  line  . .  20  p.p.m. 

In  the  spin  chillers  . .  .  .  50  p.p.m. 

Since  the  introduction  of  chlorine  at  these  rates  there  has  been  a  noted  improvement 
in  the  cleanliness  of  the  equipment  during  the  working  day  and  also  that  the  shelf  life  of 
the  birds  is  increased. 

During  the  past  years  considerable  investigation  has  been  carried  out  into  the  incidence 
of  salmonellae  in  poultry  processing  plants,  and  the  effect  of  chlorination  on  chicken 
carcases  infected  with  salmonellae.
